Deer Ken, 


We have had occasion recently to use the Commonwealth Monthly 
Employment Bulletin for September 1944. Several complexities in 
the form of the table shown on page 5 involved no little trouble in 
unraveling some errors that appear to have crept ine 


As far as the general arrangement of the table is concerned, 
one or two suggestions weem appropriate. Firstly, the figures shown 
in each industriel group for each State do not add across to the tota 
shown, owing to the omission of an itan for “territories". 
Admittedly, this item is ascertaineble by deduction, but the inserti 
of 2 colum for "territories" would appear to be desirable for 
checking, especially as there is space available. Secondly, the 
female employment in the industrial groups “building, mining, 
forestry, ete." is included, as you are aware, in “other industries". 
As it would require only three additional lines, indication of these 
items separately would seem worthwhile, by adding completeness to 
the table end facilitating the discovery of errors which may occur. 
These are, however, suggestions for consideration at your leisure 
and in the light of any objections of which we are not aware. 


But there are several matters of a more pressing natures 
In both the Queensland and Total Columms there are a few inaccur- 
acies. For example, in the Queensland groups “other transport and 
communication" plus "shipping and stevedoring", male employment 
is 10,900 plus 7,100, and female employment is 4,200, giving 
a totel of 22,2003 whereas in "persons" the figure given is 7,500 
plus 9,300, or 16,800. "Other industries" appears to be over~ 
stated; and the figures given in Queensland persons" do not add 
to the 237,800 indicated. Would you examine the table when 
possible and let us know what amendments are necessary?

Am flat out hoping to get to Sydney} next Wednesday so 
will be seeing you next Friday. ‘
